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Strike Vote 
Paint Makers 
Taken By 


Employers’ Refusal to 
Meet Union’s Request Is 
Cause of Strike Action 


At an enthusiastic special called 
meeting held last Tuesday the 
paint makers’ union on a closed 
ballot voted to take strike action 
on July 1, if the employers re- 
fused to accept the union agree- 
ment. 

Negotiating committee members, 
Gene Ranta, John Dunlop and 
Jack Kopke after a thorough in- 
vestigation into all phases of the 
paint making industry, recom- 
mended acceptance by the union of 
the clauses that are contested by 
the employers. All points requested 
by the union are based on a care- 
ful and scientific survey extending 
over the past eight months. Fig- 
ures for these computations have 
been derived from employer as 
well as union sources. The union 
study is based on information and 
statistics received from various 
state and national chambers of 
commerce, employer associations 
and state and national govern- 
mental labor bureaus, the brother- 
hood of painters, the A. F. L. and 
other competent bodies. 

Outside of the desire to stand- 
ardize conditions in the paint in- 
dustry, the paint makers’ union is 
requesting a ten per cent pay in- 
crease. At present the wages range 
from 60c an hour for labellers to 
$1.00 an hour for foremen. The

Representatives of the Wilming- 
ton local of the International

In addition to the closed shop the 
agreement calls for the reinstate- 
ment of all strikers and protection 
of their seniority rights, with the 
stipulation that wage scales shall 
be adopted through arbitration 
within 90 days.

National Income Slumps; 
Wage Rates Maintained 


Secretary of Commerce Harry L. 
Hopkins reported that the  na- 
tional income in 1938 was _ $64,000,- 
000,000 compared with $72,000,000,- 
000 in 1937. 

The figures showed that the 
share of the national income paid 
to employes reached 67.3 per cent. 
The average annual rate of earn- 
ings for full-time employment were 
slightly lower than in 1937. The 
reduction in total wages paid was 
attributed to reduced employment 
and not to reduced wage rates. 


Federal Deposit Insurance 
Extended to State Banks 


Working men and women in 
communities not served by banks 
that are members of the federal 
reserve system are scheduled to 
benefit from the bill passed by the 
house of representative relieving 
state banks with deposits of $1,- 
000,000 or more from the require- 
ment of joining the F. R. S. to 
qualify for federal deposit insur- 
ance membership after 1941. The 
measure will extend the benefits of 
insured deposits to localities not 
now enjoying chem.

Formal approval for changing 
the convention city for the 40th 
annual convention of the Califor- 
nia State Federation of Labor from 
San Jose to Oakland was voted by 
the executive council of the feder- 
ation, at its two-day session in San 
Diego last Saturday and Sunday. 


The convention will be held in 
Oakland's municipal auditorium 
beginning Monday, September 25, 


and continue through most of the 
week. The Hotel Oakland has been 
selected as official headquarters. 

The convention was changed 
from San Jose because of hotel 
trouble. 


Legislation 

Outstanding success in defeating 
anti-labor measures’ before’ the 
sessions of the legislature formed 
a substantial part of a detailed re- 
port of legislative activities made 
by Secretary Vandeleur as legisla- 
tive representative of the federa- 
tion. Passage of various measures 
sponsored by labor, including the 
most liberal changes in the work- 
men’s compensation laws. since 
their adoption, also formed part of 
the report. 

Details of the legislative pro- 
gram will be covered in a report 
to be made to all affiliated unions 
after compilation of records fol- 
lowing adjournment of the legisla- 
ture and final disposition of vari- 
ous measures.

The council voted to put Red- 
wood Theaters, Inc., operators of 
a chain of theatres in the smaller 
cities, including Modesto, Eureka, 
Woodland, and other points on the 
official “We Don’t Patronize” list 
of the federation.

“Don't buy from milk peddlers” 
was the warning issued today by 
representatives of the local milk 
wagon drivers’ union. 

“These peddlers,” the labor lead- 
ers warned, “have no place of busi- 
ness, pay low wages, work long 
hours, are in direct competition 
with legitimate employers of milk 
wagon drivers, creamery workers 
and milkers; they are non-union in 
every respect and do not desérve 
the patronage of organized labor 
members or their friends.”

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BOOST 


Facing the Facts 


with PHILIP PEARL 


The Roman poet had a word for it when he expressed fear of the 
Greeks—bearing gifts. Modern mothers have a word for it when they 
warn their young daughters against accepting automobile rides from 
strangers. Experience has given all of us a word for it in the common 
proverb—always look a gift horse in the mouth. 

Well, organized labor now has a word for it—a phrase borrowed from 
the 1938 election campaign. It is simply this—BEWARE THE KISS OF 
DEATH OF THE C. I. O. 

The phrase came into being during the election campaign when mem- 
bers of congress discovered that endorsement by the C. I. O. was virtu- 
ally a kiss of death whereas if the C, I. O. blacklisted them they were 
certain of reelection. Every unit in the family of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor should take heed and profit by the experience of the con- 
gressmen. 

For today the C. I. O. leaders, having failed in their frontal attack on 
the American Federation of Labor, have adopted a new strategy. They 
come to us bearing gifts. They hold out what looks like an olive branch. 
They talk peace and unity and co-operation. They offer to help some of 
our unions in time of strike. They put on friendly smiles, use honeyed 
and beguiling words. 

WHAT ARE THEY AFTER? 

Just stop and think. Is it possible the C. I. O. is out to promote the 
interests of the A. F. of L.? Or are they trying to save themselves? Is 
the C. I. O. flirting with our unions in a sincere effort to help them, or 
to destroy them? Are they offering us a kiss of love or the kiss of death? 

The answer is obvious. Their strategy is so crude that one doesn’t 
have to have more sense than little Red Riding Hood to see the wolf's 
teeth protruding from the face under grandmother's nightcap. The 
wolf's growl will be subdued to a gentle purr in sections of the country 
where the name of the C. I. O. is anathema to the public. They will 
come to our unions and say: “Let’s work together on this or that.” Nat- 
urally. Because they know they can’t get anywhere on their own and 
they are anxious to gain shelter from public wrath behind the established 
reputation of the A. F. of L. 

Or they will go to one of our locals which hasn’t been troubled much 
by C. I. O. competition and hasn’t suffered from labor board headaches 
and say: “Look here, we can do a little business together. You’re in a 
strike jam. We can help you out. All we ask is a little co-operation. 
You've got no beefs against the labor board. Why not pass a resolution 
opposing any amendments to the Wagner act? It’s no skin off your 
nose. You should worry about the leaders in Washington. They can’t 
hurt you.” And the next thing you know, the C. I. O. press and the com- 
munist press are publishing scareheads all over the lot trying to make 
the public and congress believe the A. F. of L. rank and file is not loyal 
to its leaders and is not supporting the A. F. of L. amendments to the 
Wagner act. 

THE LONGER VIEW 

We do not mean to lecture. But every local and national union within 
the A. F. of L. should always weigh in the balances any possible tem- 
porary advantage to be gained from trading with the C. I. O. as against 
the disastrous effects of such conduct on the future of the particular 
organization and the entire labor movement. 

For it should be apparent to working men and women everywhere by 
this time that the way of the C. I. O. leads to eventual destruction of 
organized labor. As long as democracy and justice prevail in this coun- 
try, just so long will the C. I. O. be doomed to failure. For those letters 
spell abolition of democracy and voluntarism in organized labor, the 
principles upon which the whole movement is founded and upon which 
American freedom rests. Those letters stand for dictatorship and autoc- 
racy, principles which thrive in totalitarian states but which will always 
be hateful to the liberty-loving American worker. 

So we say—no matter how tempting the blandishments of the C. I. O. 
may sound, no matter how alluring their promises may seem, beware the 
kiss of death. 

THE TREND CONTINUES 

Welcome to the automobile workers, back home again in the A. F. of 
L. after a disastrous trip in the rocky, leaking C. I. O. canoe. President 
Green handed President Martin a copy of the original charter and all 
past differences were forgotten and forgiven. That’s the way to make 
peace. By way of dispelling the fog, President Martin remarked that the 
auto workers never had a serious jurisdictional dispute while they were 
in the A. F. of L. and only encountered such troubles in the C. I. O. 


ODDS AND ENDS 

The facade of the A. F. of L. building was all dressed up in Ameriqan 
and British flags last week during the visit of the British king and 
queen in Washington. President Green met the royal couple at a white 
house tea and they showed great interest in unemployment conditions 
and the progress of organized labor in this country... . James W. Lacey, 
who has operated one of the elevators in the A. F. of L. building since 
it was built, received a pleasant surprise the other day in the form of a 
giant birthday card signed by everyone in the building from President 
Green to the office boy. .. . Delegates to the 30th annual special libra- 
ries convention in Baltimore came to Washington and stopped by to in- 
spect the highly-regarded A. F. of L. labor library. They were enter- 
tained by Librarian Edith K. McMahon and Assistant Eloise Giles.

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Green Uncovers Scheme to Color Labor 
Newspapers with C. 


|. 0. Propaganda 


Advertisements and Even Cash Gifts Are Offered 
“So-Called A. F. of L. Publications” in Attempts to 
Line Them Up Against Federation’s Policy 


President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
a letter sent to state federations of 
labor and central labor unions, 
warned against a_ so-called ‘co- 
operative” scheme elaborated by 
the C, I. O. newspaper guild to be- 
guile labor newspapers into oppos- 
ing the A. F. of L. and aiding the 
c. I. Oo. 

The plan, Mr. Green said, includ- 
ed paid advertisements, cash gifts, 
and job printing patronage. He 
cautioned the A. F. of L. units to 
keep local labor papers under su- 

<pervision in order to prevent the 
application of the C. I. O. scheme. 

Pointing out that the C. I. O. 
scheme planned to utilize, under 
the guise of pretended co-opera- 
tion, “all labor publications which 
are operated ostensibly for the 
membership of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor throughout the 
nation, in an attempt to color the 
policy of these newspaper publica- 
tions to assist the C. I. O.,” Mr. 
Green continued: 

“It is obvious that such a scheme 
would indoctrinate American Fed- 
eration of Labor members who

“It has also been called to our 
attention that many of these so- 
called A. F. of L. publications 
have, in many instances, ridiculed 
the position of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and its executive 
council on important legislative 
matters that were thoroughly con- 
sidered by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor before they were of- 
fered to congress. 


“It has also been brought to our 
attention that many of these news- 
papers in lieu of taking an ad, ac- 
cept money, which is a dangerous 
policy, because no concern is go- 
ing to give any newspaper money 
without attempting to get infor- 
mation which will obviously be 
used to the detriment of the par- 
ticular workers involved. 


“We are advised that in many 
instances they operate, as a side 
line, dances and benefits, for 
which they print hundreds of 
patroness tickets to sell. They do 
this in instances where they are 
not able to obtain an ad. 

“A situation of this kind is an 
intolerable one, and if you happen 
to have one in your locality, kindly 
inform the American Federation of 
Labor as soon as possible so that 
definite action can be taken. 

“TJ, therefore, caution you to keep 
all labor papers in your locality 
under close supervision, particu- 
larly those endorsed by organized 
labor, so that the introduction of 
the so-called C. I. O. co-operative 
policy to labor papers will be pre-

Act to Become Effective 


Increased 


Act Is Sponsored by State Federation of Labor; 
Is One of Most Important Acts on 


Legislative Program 


The most generous liberalizat 


ion of the California workmen's 


compensation insurance law since it was enacted and the first 
important change in twelve years will“ go into effect shortly 


before September Ist as a resu 


California State Federation of Labor, it was announced today | 


by Edward D. Vandeleur, secr 
tary and legislative representative 
of the body. 
Epitomized, the law will provide 
for: 
1. Increase in minimum death 
benefit from $1,000 to $2,000. 
2. Increase in maximum death 
benefit from $5,000 to $6,000. 
3. Increases in ratio for deter- 
mination of death benefit 
from three times a worker’s 
annual earnings to _ three- 
and-one-half times. 
4. Elimination of deductions 
from death benefits of 
amounts paid workers dur- 


ing their lifetime as com- 
pensation if death occurs 
from an injury within 12 
months. 


5. Increases minimum average 
weekly earnings from $6.41 
to $10. 

“Elimination of the deduction of 
compensation paid during a work- 
er’s lifetime from death benefits if 
they die is one of the most impor- 
tant and forward steps in the his- 
tory of workmen’s compensation,” 
Vandeleur said. 

“As the law now reads, should a 
worker be injured today and draw 
compensation for five, eight or 
twelve months, and then die of in- 
juries, the compensation paid him 
during disability is deducted from

“Sales people wno use manifold 
books regularly can be very help- 
ful by urging their employers, or 
at least diplomatically suggesting 
to them, to buy their sales books 
from a 100 per cent union firm. 
“To organized labor and its 
friends who believe in the 
American way, the way of col- 
lective bargaining, we now 
present an opportunity to as- 
sist our branch of the labor 
movement. Competitors of this 
firm, operating on a national 
basis, are unfair, and we there- 
fore appeal to all members of 
organized labor to play ball 
with someone who plays ball 
with us.

100,000 Shoes for Navy 
Made in Federal Prison 


One hundred thousand black 
dress shoes for the U. S. navy are 
being manufactured at the Leaven- 
worth federal prison to avoid a 
shutdown due to operating losses. 
This information was given to 
Senator Walsh of Massachusetts 
by James Bennett, of the Federal 
Prison Industries, Inc., in response 
to a suggestion by the Massachu- 
setts senator that the Leavenworth 
schedule of production be reduced 
to lessen interference with private 
industry. 

Bennett said it was necessary to 
maintain a minimum level of pro- 
duction at the prison factory in 
order to train the apprentices. He 
added that the prison produced 
only one-tenth of one per cent of 
the nation’s annual shoe produc- 
tion.

By Bituminous Board 
The national bituminous coal 
commission announced that the 


prices soon to be fixed for bitu- 
minous coal produced in Illinois, 
Iowa, Indiana and western Ken- 
tucky will be based on the aver- 
age production cost of $1.76 per 
ton. This will reflect a general av- 
erage saving of three cents per ton 
for consumers compared to that of

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Many Labor Complaints 
Issued During May 


Over $46,000 In unpaid wages 
was collected for wage earners in 
California during May, announced 
H. C. Carrasco, state labor com- 
missioner. For the first five months 
of 1939 the total amount collected 
was $222,665.70. The state labor 
commissioner also reported that 
2,523 complaints of labor law vio- 
lations were received by the divi- 
sion of labor statistics and law en- 
forcement during May, the largest 
number for any one month since 
July, 1937, and an increase of 620 
cases over the number reported in 
May, 1938. Of the total number, 
2,254 were complaints of wage law 
violations, which reached a new 
high since October, 1935, and the 
remainder for violations of other 
labor laws. 

During May, the division insti- 
tuted 84 criminal prosecutions and 
31 civil suits. The total number of 
complaints disposed of by the la- 
bor commissioner was the largest 
since December, 1937.

BAKERY WORKERS NEGOTIATE 
AGREEMENT WITH HERSHEY 
CHOCOLATE CORPORATION 


Exclusive Collective Bargaining Contract Finalized 
By A. F. of L. Affiliate Includes Minimum Wage 
Rates, Firty-Hour Week and Vacations with Pay 


(Early in 1937 the Bakery and Confectionery Workers’ International 
Union of America, affiliated with the American Federation of Labor, 
chartered a local composed of employes of the Hershey Chocolate cor- 
poration, of Hershey, Pa. The committee for industrial organization, 
condemned by the American Federation of Labor as an organization 
dual to the federation, raided the Hershey group. During the months 
that followed the C. I. O. was routed, the A. F. of L. baakery loaal 
strengthened, and finally in March of this year the employes of the 
corporation, at an election held by the national labor relations board, 
voted overwhelmingly for the bakery workers’ local union as their col- 
lective bargaining agent. This article by Secretary-Treasurer Myrup of 
the bakery and confectionery workers’ union reviews the history of the 
two years’ organization drive which culminated in the agreement recog- 
nizing the Hershey local as the sole bargaining agent for the corpora- 
tion’s employes.)

We are most gratified to announce receipt of a very encour- 
aging and record making report from Local 464 of Hershey, 
Pa., to the effect that after two months of negotiations with 
management, the representatives of the local union have signed 
a union agreement with the Hershey Chocolate corporation.

The minimum wage rates of 60 
cents per hour for males and 45 
cents per hour for females (claimed 
to be one of the highest in the 


1937 a vicious contest took place 
between management and the C. 
I. O., involving vigilants’ and citi- 
zens’ committees, all of which re- 
sulted in complete failure on the 
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loan associations in the unemployment compensation provisions 
and extended the old age pension provisions to between 150,000 
and 165,000 maritime workers, now exempt. 

In addition, benefit payment would start next January 1 


instead of January 1, 1942. 


Chairman Doughton of the ways and means committee esti- 
mated that these changes would add about $1,200,000,000 to 
benefits during the next five years, while the amendments hold- 
ing the payrolls taxes at the present rate would decrease the tax 
cost which would be caused by the increasing rates contained in 


the present act. 


Under the new plan proposed by the committee a worker 
who reaches the age of 65 on January 1, 1940, and who has been 
paid an average of $100 a month since the old age insurance 
program became effective on January 1, 1937, would be able to 
retire on his birthday in 1940 and receive a pension of $25.75 
a month during the rest of his life. Under the present provisions 
of the social security act, he would be entitled only to one lump 


sum payment of $126. 


In case his wife also were 65 years old, he would receive 50 
per cent more, or a total of $38,63 a month. On his death, his 
widow would be paid three-fourths of the amount of her hus- 
band’s monthly benefit, $19.31, while she lived. 

In addition, the amendments approved by the committee 
provide benefits for younger widows and minor children. In the 
case of a man who had earned an average of $100 a month for 
three months and who died on January 1, 1940, his widow 
would receive $19.31 a month. If she had two minor children 
she would be paid $47.07 a month until the children were 16 or 
until they were 18 if they remained in school. 

Such a widow, with or without children, would be entitled 
to an additional benefit at 65 years of $19.31 monthly during 
her lifetime. If the worker who became 65 years of age on Janu- 
ary 1, 1940, died and left no widow or children, but was sur- 
vived by a dependent parent, the parent would receive $12.88 


a month. 


Single men under the committee’s amendment are not treated 
so generously. A single man with 40 years’ coverage and an 
average monthly wage of $100 during that period would be 
entitled to only $35 a month under the new plan, compared with 


$51.25 under the present law.

Cc. I. O. Made 
False Promises 

For historical background we 
may state that the first step was 
in March of 1937 when a group of 
Hershey employes applied for and 
obtained a charter from our inter- 
national union. 

However, before the local union 
could be established and placed on 
a properly functioning basis, the 
C. I. O. raided the group by false 
and impossible promises, and our 
international union, not desiring to 
become involved in a three cor- 
nered contest with a dual union 
and management, by choice of the 
employes themselves, was relieved 
of the impending fray and its re- 
sponsibilities. 

Nevertheless we kept constant 
watchfulness on the situation and, 


| 


attempted, which was outlawed by 
the national labor relations board. 
New Charter Issued 

Thereupon our international 
union was approached by a group 
of Hershey employes, with a de- 
sire to become associated with a 
responsible international union, in 
affiliation with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


To insure this aim another char- 


ter was issued on April 25, 1938, 
and no sooner was this second 
charter granted than the union 


launched a determined member- 
ship drive. 

During the immediately follow- 
ing months energetic efforts were 
made by the C. I. O. to regain con- 
trol of the Hershey situation, dur- 
ing which we firmly established 
our Local 464, chocolate workers. 

Because of the continued dual 
contest of the C. I. O., the situa- 
tion had to be brought to attention 
of the national labor relations 
board and our local union con- 
tended for certification. 


Big Majority Choose AFL 
Bakery Workers’ Union 

Even though we had a majority 
of signatures on the petition, the 
board failed to certify, but directed 
that an election take place. 

On March 10 such election did 
take place and in the contest our 
local union won out by a vote of 
1,125 to 733 for the C. I. O. 

Following the usual procedure, 
the labor board then certified our 
local union as the sole collective 
bargaining agency, and agreement 
negotiations were safely com- 
menced, which terminated in the 
manner above described. There are 
between 2,400 and 3,000 employes 
involved.

Plumbers and Gas 
Fitters’ Notes 


By SAMUEL J. DONOHUE 


Attention: Every member 
Plumbers and Gas Fitters’ 
Union No. 444, U. A.! 

The reason for bringing this in- 
formation to 
your 
in this way is 
to be suré 
that there will 
be no _ possi- 
bility of any 
member of the 
local union 
saying that he 
was not familiar with what is go- 
ing on in the meetings of the local 
union. 


Two question of vital importance 
were presented to the local union 
through recommendations of your 
executive committee as follows: 


(1) “In consideration of this 
union [Plumbers and Gas Fitters’ 
Local Union No, 444, U. A.] paying 
dues in order that I will be kept in 
good standing membership of the 
united association I hereby prom- 
ise to return to this local union the 
amount of money advanced for 
this purpose, and in the event of 
my death [I hereby authorize 
Plumbers and Gas Fitters’ Local 
Union No. 444, U. A. of Alameda 
county, California, to deduct from 
my death benefit any and all 
monies that I owe them for keep- 
ing me in good standing with the 
united association.” 

(2) Your executive board also 
makes the following recommenda- 
tions: That the secretary-treasurer 
be instructed that in reading out 
the names of those who are sub- 
ject to the non-attendance fine be- 
cause of being absent at two meet- 
ings of the previous month, that on 
the first meeting of the succeed- 
ing month the names of members 
whose indebtedness to the local for 
either dues and assessments, as- 
sessments alone, or fines, equal the 
amount of the three months’ dues, 
also be read out. 

Also, that Section No. 177 of the 
U. A. constitution, by-laws and 
rules of order entitled ‘Suspension 
of Members” be enforced. Follow- 
ing is Section No, 177: 

“Any member owing over the 
amount of three months’ dues shall 
stand suspended from all monetary 
benefits, rights and privileges, of 
his local union, and shall not be 
entitled to any monetary benefits, 
rights and privileges, until three 
months after his reinstatement. 
The reinstatement fee is payable 
when his dues are paid to date or 
current month, and cannot be ac- 
cepted or credited until this law is 
complied with.” 

Both of these recommendations 
were unanimously adopted at the 
last regular meeting of the local 
union held on June 14, 1939, and 
your secretary-treasurer must, in 
carrying out the duties of the of- 
fice, comply with these recommen- 
dations of your executive commit- 
tee and endorsed by your local 
union. 

The local union has adopted a 
sick benefit program. To be eligi- 
ble to take part, a member must 
be in good standing and pay the 
one dollar quarterly assessment; 
the first was due and payable on 
the first of this month. If the mem- 
bers desire to perpetuate this sick 
benefit fund it is necessary that 
they make it possible by paying 
the necessary assessment because 
sick benefits are paid not out of 
the funds of the local union, but 
out of a fund known as “Sick 
Benefit Fund,” and not in any way 
connected with the fund of the 
local union. Unless the money is

received it will be impossible to 
make payments.

CHICAGO BELT WORKERS 
LAND WAGE RAISE PACT 


Agreement Negotiated by 

A. F. of Li. Affiliate Adds 10 
Per Cent to Pay Envelopes and 
Retains 3744-Hour Week 


Officials of the Chicago Belt 
Workers’ Local No, 75 of the inter- 
national ladies’ handbag, pocket- 
book and novelty workers’ union, 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, announced the 
renewal for two years of the agree- 
ment with the Midwest associa- 
tion, representing all belt manufac- 
turers in this area. 

The agreement retains all of the 
conditions of the old one, particu- 
larly the 87% hour week, which 
the employers fought and were de- 
termined to change to 40 hours. 

The agreement provides that 
overtime for all work performed 
after 7% hours per day and 37% 
hours per week shall be paid for at 
the rate of time and one-third up 
to 44 hours, and that after 44 hours 
it shall be paid for at the rate of 
time and one-half, in accordance 
with the federal fair labor stand- 
ards act.

union feels justified in asking the 


small pay increase for many rea- 
sons, foremost among _ which is 
the hazardous type of work and 
because it is semi-seasonable. An- 
other contested point is the incor- 
poration of a vacation clause in 
the contract. The paint makers’ 
union feels that in fairness to all 
of its members and all employers 
that like conditions should prevail 
in all plants. At the present the 
great majority of the paint makers 
in northern California are receiv- 
ing two weeks’ vacation with pay. 
The union asks that such be the 
case in those few factories that 
refuse this just provision. 


Prior to this severe action the 
union representatives contacted 
competent and qualified labor 


leaders for their opinions and coun- 
sel. Jack Reynolds, business rep- 
resentative of the building and 
construction trades council, Will- 
iam Fee, president, and William 
Spooner, secretary of the Alameda 
County Central Labor Council; 
Hugh Rutledge and Al Wahlberg, 
representatives of the painters’ 
union and Tom Meagher, repre- 
sentative of the brotherhood of 
painters have been very helpful 
in the paint makers’ negotiations 
and promise their co-operation 
should a strike be necessary.
